“ 1 found it accidentally 
myself and I am certainly not proud of the discovery. The 
machine killed small animals, and it could kill human beings just 
as ea.sily. 
“ The ray lies in one of the unexplored frequency bands in the 
vii’inity of the X-ray. 
It kill.-, painlessly, without burning, by 
changing the blood to a useless substance—as light changes silver 
salts in photography.”

ments of today? 
It h as just been announced th at th rough a new 
p rocess one of th e major goals of science h as been 
ach ieved. 
It is a steel wh ich wall last forever in 
all kinds of outdoors. 
Th at h as been one of th e 


major goals of science. 
Th rough an announcement by th e Ch emical 


Foundation, with its laboratories, its zealous and 
enth usiastic unknown workers, th e word comes 
th at five p rocesses h ave been uncovered for mak­ 
ing itainless steel imp ervious to all known nat­ 
ural corrosion. 
One of th em makes th e steel as 
lustrous as p recious metal so th at it can be utilized 


for th e most delicate jewelry. 
Th e p rocess of an everlasting steel is p resented 
with remarkable simp licity w'h en all th e laborers 
in th e laboratories covering a stretch of years 
are considered. 
Stainless steel, Howard Blakesly, 
Associated Press science editor says, was vulner­ 
able to two kinds of corrosion. In one rust formed 
in scattered sp ots and dug little isolated wells. 
In time it h oney-combed and ruined th e metal, 
and th e rust itself develop ed p rimarily th rough 
contact with salt water. Th e oth er arose from im­ 
p erfections so minute th at even th e microscop e 
h ad to be called in to discover th em, tiny cracks, 
on th e surface of ap p arently smooth steel. Th rough 
two h eating meth ods, one a ch emical bath and 
rolling treatment, eliminated th e math ematical 
imp erfections and stop p ed p it corrosion arising 
from th e contact of th e steel with salt water. Th e 
oth er included alloying stainless steel with mo­ 
lybdenum or silver to overcome th e defects of a 
h uman ch aracter,

So it is h ere—stainless steel—everlasting—brigh t 
and glistening and going down th rough th e ages to 
remind p eop le five th ousand years h ence of th e 
intensive research wh ich went on by nigh t and 
by day in th e laboratories of an “ancient” p eop le. 
If everlasting once again science in its triump h 
will h ave diminish ed th e demand for steel by at­ 
taining p erfection and eliminating th e necessity 
of rep lacing it on frequent occasions.
